Reinstate 
full route of 
53 bus and 
compensate 
passengers 

MANY readers of Greenwich Time will 
be regular users of the 53 bus route 
from Plumstead Common to Central 
London. Since January, we have all been 
inconvenienced by the termination of the 
route at Lambeth North due to road works 
at Westminster Bridge. The works have 
finished but the full route has not been 
restored. According to TFL, there is no 
intention of doing so until June. However, 
as we now have to use two buses (and there 
is no thru-ticketing on London buses) this 
is costing regular uses an additional £1 5 a 
week. Needless to say TfL are offering no 
compensation for this. Every other bus route 
has been restored apart from the 53. If you 
feel this is unfair why not drop TfL a line at 
line

• Mike Weston, TfL's director of buses, said: 
"Apologes to passengers for any disruption 
caused. The curtailment of the daytime 
service on route 53 at County Hall was 
originally introduced to mitigate for work 
taking place in Bridge Street, Westminster. 
Although this work has now been 
completed, modification of the junction 
at Elephant and Castle will impact the 53 
and other bus services that run through 
this area. We are therefore proposing 
that route 53 will continue to terminate 
at County Hall in the short term until 
the work allows us to restore the service 
though to Whitehall. This will ensure that 
we can provide a more reliable service for 
the majority of passengers using route 
53 between Plumstead and County Hall. 

We have received feedback from some 
passengers who are incurring additional 
costs as a result of the curtailment and 
we are looking to address this. Anyone 
wishing to contact us about this issue can 
do so by emailing customerservices@tf1.

Hall Parade in days gone by 
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BARBER Alfred Woodhead went behind 
enemy lines to shave and trim soldiers' hair 
in the First World War. Now, a hundred years 
later, the family business is still snipping 
away in Well Hall Road, Eltham. 

The business celebrated its centenary with a 
party for customers and staff, hosted by the 
third generation of the Woodhead family. 

It is now run by his granddaughter Jane 
Bennett, who said: "It went really well, with 
more than 50 people turning up to help us 
celebrate and have a slice of cake." 

Alfred, his wife Edith and their three children 
moved from Hoo in Kent to Well Hall Road, 
turning an old jewellery store opposite a 
tram stop into a men's barbers. 

While serving in the First World War, Alfred 
cut and shaved the soldiers and officers' hair 
on duty and even behind the enemy lines. 
While he was away fighting, the shop back 
home stayed open, run by Edith, who also 
served teas, ice cream, cigarettes and cigars. 
After his return from the war, Alfred opened 
a ladies' hair salon at the back of the store, 
opposite the men's. This meant hiring new 
staff with men earning £2 and 7 shillings 
a week, while the women were paid 1 5 
shillings and a 6 pence - £2.35 for men and 
77.5p for women in today's money. 

The children were taught to become 
hairdressers, and when they were 
older and married they bought 
their own shops in Newbury, 

Northampton and Dartford. Fourth 
child Beryl took over the Eltham 
shop in 1 946 after the Second 
World War. 

Beryl's daughter Jane was five 
when her grandfather Alfred 
passed away in 1 958, aged 80, but 
she remembers him well. She said: 

"He played the mandolin and used 
to play for me and I used to dance 
and sing with him. He used to take 


me out to our beach hut in Bexhill, so I have 
all these memories from when I used to be 
with him." 

Beryl retired in 1 969 to look after Edith, 
leaving the store in the hands of their 
manageress Lesley. Beryl came back to the 
store in 1 972 with Jane now working in 
the store until 1975 and has run the store 
ever since. "It's a joy to have this business 
and have such lovely staff and wonderful 
customers," said Jane. "One of our staff 
members has been working here for 32 
years and one of our customers has been 
coming to us for 70 years. And we plan to 
keep it that way." 

A lot has changed over the last 1 00 years. 
"But the store has definitely moved with 
the times," said Jane. "I have a good team of 
youngsters interested in hairdressing and it 
is nice to be moving forward." 

Although she likes to keep the store in the 
family, Jane is happy to hire part-time staff 
and loves to train new apprentices. And she 
has no plans to retire just yet. She said: "At 
the party, I thanked everybody who had 
come, all our wonderful customers and the 
girls for supporting me and being there for 
me. With all the customers being so nice and 
their continued custom, it's like having them 
as part of the family."

He was left unsupervised 
inside the property with easy access to 
the tables covered in drugs. 

Kossi-Lessa was arrested on suspicion 
of possession with intent to supply class 
A drugs and cruelty to a child. 

A 30-year-old woman was arrested at the 
scene on suspicion of cruelty to a child 
and possession with intent to supply.

Whilst officers were searching the 
property, Ngonga-Matuvangua visited 
the address; he was immediately 
searched and found in possession of a 
large quantity of small parcels of brown 
powder, believed at this stage to have 
been class A drugs. 

Ngonga-Matuvangua was also arrested 
for possession with intent to supply. 

They both pleaded guilty to conspiracy 
to supply class A drugs on 17 February 
2015. 

The 30-year-old woman arrested at the 
scene for possession with intent to supply 
and cruelty to a child was informed that 
no further action will be taken against 
her. 

Detective Chief Inspector Mike 
Balcombe, in charge of the VOCU, 
said: “Dedicated police officers from 
the VOCU were able to disrupt Kossi- 
Lessa and Ngonga-Matuvangua ’s 
activities, making a dent in their profit. 
We will continue to pursue any leads 
or intelligence we receive related to 
drug dealing and will ensure that those 
responsible are brought before a court.”

THE ROYAL borough and the Met 
Police have won legal action against 
a local trader who had been found in 
possession of a large amount of illegal 
tobacco.

The case follows the seizure of a total of 
7,220 illegal cigarettes and 84 packs of illegal 
chewing tobacco from Ms Khan’s business

ELTHAM'S historic Gallipoli Chapel at 
Holy Trinity Church will be the setting for 
a unique service on Saturday, April 25. 
The day marks the 1 00th anniversary of 
the First World War landings at Gallipoli, 
the defining campaign of 1915 that 
centred on a narrow finger of land in 
Turkey known as the Gallipoli Peninsula. 
In total, 143,750 allied soldiers died and 
at least 85,000 Turkish soldiers lost their 
lives. 

The chapel, in Southend Crescent, is the 
only one of its kind in the world to be 
dedicated to the campaign. It has been 
used for an annual Gallipoli memorial 
service every year since 1921, and a fund 
was launched by the congregation to 
refurbish it for the campaign's centenary 
this year. 

The service will start at 2pm, and will be 
attended by Army Reserve Units who 
have direct links with the British Army's 
29th Division which fought at Gallipoli. 
Sea Cadets, Army Cadets, and the Air 
Cadets from South East London will also 
be there. 

A Ministry of Defence grant, provided 
through the Armed Forces Community 
Covenant scheme, has been awarded 
to Holy Trinity to provide an interactive 
display so people can learn more about 
the Gallipoli campaign. This will be 
available to visitors later this year.

A cut above the rest 


T raditional butchers Drings 
on Royal Hill, Greenwich, says 
the borough’s Good Food initiative 
is helping customers to choose a cut 
above the rest. 

Owner Mike Jones said: “This 
scheme is about bigging up good food 
in Greenwich, and keeping things 
local. We’ve got some really good 
food producers in the borough, and 
there are lots of jobs in the local food 
industry. 

“People are saying it’s a good thing. 
It’s asking people to really care about 
what they are buying, and not just 
basing it on price. We have been here 
40 years and we have built up a strong 
reputation. In our shop, people on a 


budget can buy just one lamb chop, 
and we will cut it for them fresh. This 
is very different from supermarkets, 
where you have to buy a packet. We 
have people coming in to buy two 
sausages, a rasher of bacon and a 
duck egg to make their breakfast. 

“This means they don’t have to 
waste anything, or leave food in 
the fridge to go off. Good Food in 
Greenwich is about keeping it local, 
which is different from supermarkets’ 
philosophy. 

“We make all our own sausages 
and bacon, and we were launching 
new products, so we were interested 
in getting involved. We went into 
Charlton Manor School to show them 


how to make sausages, because it’s 
important for children to know where 
sausages come from, rather than 
thinking it’s a supermarket packet.” 

Drings says: “We sell a wide range of 
high quality meat, poultry and game. 
Our traditionally bred Longhorn, 
Galloway and Red Poll beef is all dry 
aged on the premises. We only use 
free range pork from Blythburgh in 
Suffolk ,and our lambs come from the 
West Country. 

“All our award-winning sausages, 
burgers, faggots and meatballs are 
hand-made every week to our own 
recipes. 

“We invest time in finding great 
farms to supply us an take great care 
in maturing and then butchering the 
meat. Whatever the season we have 
whatever you need to create great 
meals.”

Tough talking 

Pupils speak out in debating challenge

YOUNGSTERS at Royal Greenwich 
schools certainly know how to 
speak up for themselves. 

Pupils gave their views on a range 
of issues and made their voices heard 
when they took part in the Greenwich 
regional final of the Jack Petchy ‘Speak 
Out Challenge’ 
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The event was hosted 
by St Paul’s Academy 
in Abbey Wood on 
March 25 with 50 
students taking part in 
the competition before 
over 130 guests. 

The challenge is 
the world’s largest 
youth speaking event, 
involving 18,000 

year 10 pupils in 550 
schools in London 
and Essex. It’s held in 
partnership with the 
Speakers Trust, a UK- 
wide charity providing 
training in confident 
communication and 
public speaking. 

Speakers had between 
two and three minutes 
each to deliver a speech 
on any topic of their 
choosing with subjects 
covering issues such 
as colourism, inequality, identity, time 
and domestic violence. They spoke 
before a panel of judges including last 
year’s champion who ranked them on 
content, structure and delivery. First 
place went to Chelsea Sampson from St 
Ursula’s Convent School, second place 
to Ben Mountain from Thomas Tallis 
School and Tegh Panesar from Woolwich 
Polytechnic School. 

Isabella, 15, who 
took part in the 
competition said: 

“The whole time I 
was trying to deal 
with my anxiety but 
afterwards there was 
a standing ovation 
and I couldn’t stop 
smiling. Even 
now, I remember 
it and I can’t help 
but smile. Taking 
part has shown 
me an unknown 
confidence I didn’t i 
know I had. And 
it’s given me skills 
I can use in life.” 1

The Environmental Champions 
reception is held annually to 
acknowledge the work of residents’ 
associations, Friends of Parks groups, 
environmental volunteers and 
individuals and this year was presented 
by Neeta Kanagaratnam from the 
organisation Clean Up UK. 

The Environmental Champions 
undertake a wide range of tasks as part 
of their work, from litter-picking and 
removal of graffiti, to dealing with fly- 
tipping and repairs in parks and open 
spaces. 


In the last year the royal borough’s 
Environment Champions participated 
in 20 community clean ups and assisted 
at the Great Get Together and reported 
1,670 environmental issues including 
dog fouling, graffiti and hy tipping. 

A Junior Environment Champions 
scheme was also launched last 
November with the aim of educating 
children about environmental matters, 
encouraging greater responsibility for 
keeping their local area tidy. Plumcroft 
Primary school in Plumstead was the 
first school to join the scheme.
